HARRISBURG. Oct. 27—Reports 
from several State Forest Districts 
indicate 
th at 
sprouts 
of 
native 
chestnuts produced a fairly good 
crop of nuts during the early tail 
of this year. 
} 
W. E. Montgomery, Chief of the 
Division of M anagement. D epart­ 
m ent of Forests and W aters, states 
th at over two bushels of edible nuts 
were gathered on the Mont Alto 
Forest which is one of the smaller 
State Forest areas. 
The majority 
of the blighted chestnut has been 
removed from the forests in the 
state and species of various oaks 
are rapidly replacing this valuable 
tree. 
C hestnut sprouts that bear nuts 
are usually found in the open and 
on sunny sites. 
It is interesting 
to note that sprouts arr producing 
nuts several w-ecks earlier than did 
the m ature trees before they were 
attacked by the blight. 
Most of 
the burrs cracked open the latter 
part of September and the begin­ 
ning of October and dropped their 
nuts. 
Although a large percent of 


S the fruit was damaged by weevil 
insects, many burrs contained three 
solid fertile nuts. 
Prior to the advent of the chest­ 
nut blight, the chestnut was one of 
the most valuable timber treees It 
was priEed for its tall, straight and 
durable timber, its prolific regen­ 
eration, beauty and dignity as an 
ornam ental tree. 
Investigations 
showed 
that 
many of the sprouts located 
in 
sunny areas live longer and are be­ 
coming more hardy each year which 
may indicate that the spores of the 
fungus are on the decrease.
